5 06 N o rth M ain street. 
Dr. Sex to n had been in failin g 
health fo r sev eral week s, an d his 
co n ditio n grew critical w ithin 
the p ast m o n th. 
His en tire life was sp en t in 
Ru shv ille, an d he was bo rn in 
the sam e ho u se in w hich he 
died. His father an d his gran d­ 
father were p io n eer residen ts o f 
Ru sh co u n ty , an d the death o f 
Dr. Sex to n M o n day term in ated 
in this co u n ty , the p ractice tha t 
had ex isted in the Sex to n fam ­ 
ily fo r o v er a cen tu ry . 
The Dr. Sex to n ho sp ital in 
Ru shv ille gain ed a wide rep u ­ 
tatio n fo r the serv ice p erfo rm ed, 
n o t o n ly in this co m m u n ity , bu t 
w hich was ex ten ded to p atien ts 
tha t so u ght the sk ilfu ll han ds o f 
Dr. Sex to n , the su rgeo n . 
A few y ears ago when he de­ 
cided to retire fro m his ho sp ital, 
he o ffered it to the city a t a sac­ 
rifice an d his p ro p o sitio n was 
accep ted. 
The 
ho sp ital sin ce, 
has been k n o wn as the City 
ho sp ital.

Dr. Sex to n was bo rn in R u sh­ 
v ille o n Jan u ary 2 1, 18 5 9 , an d 
was the so n o f Dr. M arshall an d 
Mrs. Elizabeth Bro o k s Sex to n . He 
gradu ated fro m the Ru shv ille 
high scho o l in 18 76, atten ded 
H an o v er co llege, M adiso n , u n til 
18 79 an d gradu ated fro m the 
Ohio M edical co llege, C in cin n ati, 
in 18 8 2 . He en tered p ractice in 
Ru shv ille 
im m ediately 
u p o n 
gradu atio n an d rem ain ed activ e 
in m edical circles fo r n early six ­ 
ty y ears. 
Dr. Sex to n was early attracted 
to su rgery , in w hich he sp ecial­ 
ized ex clu siv ely du rin g the latter 
fo rty y ears o f his p ractice. In 
18 8 8 he p erfo rm ed the first su c­ 
cessfu l o p eratio n fo r p isto l sho t 
p erfo ratio n o f the in testin es in 
the state o f In dian a.
